NEW SOIL TILLAGE 
MACHINE INVENTED 


‘The following description of the 





recently invented tillage machine will 
be read with interest by many Up- 
land people when they know that 
the president of the company manu- 
facturing the motor driven rotary 
tillage machine is George Littooy, 
brother of Miss L. Littooy of this 
city. Mr. Littooy lives in Tacoma, 
‘Wash. 

The article below is written by 
Frank Ridgway in Farm Mechanics: 


Startled by a new development in| 


farm powerization, caravaneers of 
agriculture, who have been piloting 
that endless string of ploy horses 
across clod paved fields. are stop- 
ping in their furrows to gaze skep- 
tically at the soil milling machine 
recently invented by a Pacific Coast 
engineer. Fletcher T. Hamshaw, the 
inventor, may be to the American 
plow horse and plow boy what ALra- 
ham Lincoln was to the negro slave, 
for with this revolutionary rotary 
plow, man, mule and horse will be 
emancipated from that laborious task 
of mashing clods before the planter 
and drill. 

The germ of the rotary tilling ma- 
chine idea started when the mventor 
was a plow boy, working in sizzling 
hot fields of Kansas. Just as the 
small boy wonders “why wood should 
swim when lead and marble sink,” 
the Hamshaw boy wondered why 
clods could not be crushed when the 
ground is broken with a plow and 
avoid going over the field a dozen 
times with discs, harrows, rollers 
and drags. He left the farm as a 
boy but kept figuring on his rotary 
plow idea until today, with his gray 
peppered temples, he has perfected 
a machine that does the work of a 
whole shed-full of farm implements 
that are ordinarily used in pulveriz- 
ing and leveling the seed bed. 

Two of these machines have been 
built by Clarence M. Hamshaw, 
brother of the inventor. They have 
been put to severe practical tests In 
demonstrations before thousands of 
farmers, soil experts and engineers 
on western ranches and middle west 
farms. doing work that surprises 
even the veteran tiller. It tears 
through the soil, cutting it all to 
smithereens and leaves it in ideal 
condition for the planter. The plant- 
er or drill may be attached to the 
plow, making it possible to prepare 
the seed bed and plant it all in a

single operation. 

This machine, while resembling a 
tractor in general outline, is entirely 
different in principle. 
name that will apply to this unique 
soil tiller it is called a plow. Not 
even a furrow is left after it goes 
over the ground. The cutting is 
done by a series of 24 small shears 
which resemble ihe huge scraper 
blade on a road grader. They are 
attached to the lugs on a drum 44 
inches in diameter which is mounted 


on a shaft that makes 132 revolu- 
tions a minute. The drum fairly 
flies, bringing the shears over so 


rapidly that they strike the ground 
at the rate of 53 every second. Set 
at an angle on the rim of the drum 
they come over like a series of mad- 
docks striking the ground with such 
terrific force that they not only slice 
the soil into one-inch semi-crescent- 
shaped strips, but break it up into 
small pieces. 

Corn belt farmers who have seen 
the, machine demonstrated are im- 
pressed with the absence of clods 
after the work is done. In an old 
orchard near Chicago where the sod 
had not been disturbed in more than 
a half century, the rotary plow pul- 
verized the ground so finely that 
farmers could not find a clod larger 
than their thumb nails in digging 
with their hands to the bottom of 
the 13-inch seed bed. The same 
thoroughness of pulverization was 
found in an oat stubble field after 
this machine had milled the soil. 
Where the soil had ‘been turned 
over with an ordinary moldboard 
plow, for comparison, clods as big 
as a man’s double first could be 
found on the oat stubble land and 
huge blocks of sod matted in the 
grass roots were left in the old 
orchard. 

For eight months the machine has 
successfully worked on all types and 
classes of soil on the Pacific coast, 
and has been subjected to the se 
vere test of plowing down the mid- 
dle of a hard vacked road traveled 
over for many years. The harder 
the soil the finer it is pulverized. It 
has been tried in gumbo soil, virgin 
dobe sod in California, white fire 
clay, voleanic ash, sandy soil, black 
dobe sod in Washington, blue stem 
prairie sod in Kansas and various 
kinds of soils in the corn growing 
section of the central states. 

In trucking sections of the west it 
costs growers as much as $75 per 
acre to clean up their old asparagus 
fields and put the seed bed in shape 
for the next crop with the imple- 
ments that are now available. Under 
the present system all of the old 
asparagus plants are burned wasting 
$15 worth of plant food with every 
ton of this vegetable refuse that 
goes up in smoke, while with the 
rotary plow all of this is saved, put 
back into the soil, and the cost of 
plowing and preparing the asparagus 
seed bed is only $8 an acre. 

With the ease of a huge saw rip- 
ping lumber from a pine log, the 
rotary plow drum tears through soils 
that have all kinds of vegetable 
growth on them. Vegetable matter 
on the surface of the ground, includ- 
ing weeds, corn stalks, sunflower 
stalks, fresh straw and manure are 
chopped up into short pieces by the 
sloping shears and thoroughly and 


uniformly mixed in the soil from the | 


top to the bottom of the seed bed. 
Fine pulverization of the ground, 


as is done with this new machine, 


aerates the soil and leaves it in con-| 


dition to absorb water and retain 
moisture, making an ideal bed for 
the germination of seeds and the 
development of plants. 
the vegetable waste on 
provides for the immediate re-estab- 
lishment of capillary connection. 
With the moldboard plow the layer 
of trash separates the upper and 
lower layers of soil, cutting off the 
under ground moisture and the sur- 
face soon dries out.
